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New claim 20 remains rejectable for two reasons. The "at least 70% 
homologous" embodiment in claim 20 is not limited to sequences which induce or react 
with antibodies specific to Ljungan viruses, which is the only enabling use disclosed for 
the protein. Furthermore, although this grounds of rejection has not been made 
previously, the "70% homologous" embodiment is not allowable, because this pertains 
to a genus of polypeptides where only one species has been fully described or reduced 
to practice. Therefore the claim is rejectable on the "written description" aspect of 35 
USC 112, first paragraph. This affects dependent claims 21 , 22, and 27. 

Since the statutory period has expired, and there was no amendment placing the 
claims in condition for allowance and no notice of appeal was filed, the application 
unfortunately stands abandoned.
